There will be union representation for the employees on-site this 
week. ORC needs to weigh in on any agency legal representation. I 
do not intend for the state AGs to have an opportunity to interview any 
employees, they are there only to see the site. Any requests for 
interviews outside of EPA programs and IG need to go through OGC 
and I don't believe that has been done by the states.

Nancy is on the ground and working with Nat/Patti on a plan for 
logistics for visits this week. We have learned that starting Weds 
there is extensive work being done that will keep the mine from 
being accessible due to safety concerns. This means we will 
likely need to make a trip on Tuesday with multiple people 
including (maybe more) AGs, OSWER and IG.
